Secretary Solf mentioned the 
great wealth of the Ukraine, ana 
desired also that it should be re- 
tained on humanitarian grounds. I 
could not look at the question 
from any other point of view than 
that of Germany's advantage. 

Secretary von Waldow brought 
no enlightenment, but enlighten- 
ment was essential, and I begged 
the Chancellor to have the ques- 
tion exhaustively examined, G. H. 
Q. had occupied the Ukraine in 
February in agreement with the 
Government, the latter being then 
fully convinced of the absolute ne- 
cessity for the step, not merely to 
avert the danger of Bolshevism, 
but also to secure the supply of 
the Quadruple Alliance. 

In the summer Austria-Hungary 
had only been kept alive with the 
help of the Ukraine. We in Ger- 
many had obtained from the 
country cattle and horses, and 
much raw material, even if we 
had not the corn we expected. 
The war was not over. Rumantia’s 
harvest was a complete failure. 
By early threshing we had again 
had to mortgage our future. We 
and our allies had to look some- 
where for additional foodstuffs, 
and the Ukraine was the only pos- 
sible “source. Without this aid 
there would be a severe crisis in 
the early summer of 1919. 

Troops Needed in East. 

The Government never cleared 
up this question of the value of 
the Ukraine in the autumn of 
1918. Had we evacuated at this 
stage, which would have taken us 
a considerable period of time, we 
should have gradually released 10 
divisions which were not really fit 
for the line. The advantages would 
not have been equal to the disad- 
vantages that we should have 
brought upon ourselves by evacu- 
ation. 

I am confident that not a man 
too many was kept in the East. 

We now turned to discuss the 
vital question: how much could 
and would the people still give to 
the army. Everything else de- 
pended on this. |! had hoped that 
the Government would have been 
clear on this point. 

The new Minister of War (Gen. 
Groner) gave me a more optimis- 
tic account of the prospects for 
reinforcements than I had hith- 
erto received. He estimated a fig- 
ure of 600,000 men. I could not 
check his figures. 

I was very greatly impressed by 
the statement that 60,000 to 790,- 
000 men were immediately avail- 
able to be sent into the army. Why 
had they not been sent sooner? I 
said: “If I have these reinforce- 
ments now I can face the future 
with confidence, but I must have 
them immediately.” The Minis- 
ter promised not to lose a day. 

Sc n Is Gloomy. 

I now turned .to the question of 
morale at home and ™ the army. 
I expressed myself as i have so 
often done in this book. I empha- 
sized that the army, at this mo- 
ment above all, was in need of 
su rt. ,

quite to the point on the matter. 

Secretary Scheidemann spoke

lieve that we could still release 
hundreds of thousands of men for 
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note so regarded that the people 
gain the certainty: ‘We are, true.

In addition to the question of re- 
inforcemerts, there was always 
the question of nerve strain, on 
which everything depended. Why 
had not these gentlemen, who 
knew of these available men. 
called them up sooner? This is to 
a an insoluble and disastrous rid- 
le. 
Could Not Vouch for Army. 

Of the general military situa- 
tion I had nothing new to say. 
Of the west front I repeated what 
I had said on Oct. 10: “I regard 
a break through as possible, but 
not probable. If you ask me on 
my conscience, I can only answer 
that I do not expect it.’’ 

I stated, however, that the posi- 
tion might grow worse at any mo- 
ment. The recent fighting had 
brought no surprises. The front 
had held neither better nor worse 
than before. Our troops had done 
what we expected of them. - The 
enemy's strength - in attack 
seemed to be falling off. 

The negotiations with Wilson 
had so far led to’no result. We 
were in every respect masters of 
our own actions and could break 
off or continue the negotiations. 
We had a free hand to do either. 

Is it a crime to fight on, when 
one honestly wants peace, and 
cannot get it? Is it a crime to 
abandon the hope of a com- 
promise for which one has hon- 
estly striven, when the opponent 
demands more than one can give? 
Did anyone accuse Trotsky of dis- 
honesty when at the beginning of 
February he did not sign the peace 
treaty? 

None could doubt that we hon- 
estly desired peace. On the other 
hand, we had every right to pro- 
tect our life and our honor to the 
last. The Government owed a 
duty to the people to use every 
possible means at any rate not to 
break off too abruptly the nego- 
tiations for the compromise that 
they had so honestly sought. It 
was a principle of elementary 
common sense: the stronger we 
were in the field, the better we 
could negotiate. 

Moreover, it Was no more than 
our duty to continue the fight, un- 
less we were prepared to sur- 
render unconditionally -to an 
enemy from whom we had noth- 
ing to hope. Negotiations might 
improve our position, but, in any 
case, could not make it worse. 
The best elements of the army, 
and a large part of the people, - 
expected us to negotiate. 

The majority of the German 
people were ready and willing to 
sacrifice the last of their strength 
to the army, and it was the duty 
of the Government to carry out 
this sacrifice. I spoke to this ef- 
fect, using the same tone as that 
of the Chancellor in his speech of 
Oct. 5, and I also suggested that 
Ebert, as leader of the Social 
Democrats, should be given some 
leading post, in order by his help 
to strengthen the resistance of 
the people and bring new strength 
into the fight. , 

I agreed with Admiral Scheer 
in holding it impossible to aban- 
don submarine warfare. which

It is to me wholly incompre- 
hensible that, on May 12, 1919, 
Secretary Konrad Haussmann 
should say, amid great applause: 
“If our army, if our workers, had 
known on Nov. 5 and 9 that the 
peace would take this terrible 
form, the army would not have laid 
down its arms, but would have 
fought on.” 

Everything that has come about 
was plainly to be expected on Oct. 
17 That is an historical fact that 
cannot be denied. We warned 
them against capitulation. All that 
was required was to look the facts 
in the face, to cease deceiving 
themselves and the people, and 
endow themselves with resolution 
in action, such as was to be found 
atG H. Q. 

On the 20th we received the new 


draft answer at Spa. The sub- 


marine campaign was abandoned, 
the way to capitulation, with all 
its disastrous consequences, was 
undertaken. The Field Marshal 
and I drew attention to this point 
of view once again, and again 
warned them of the consequences. 

We proposed a rallying cry to 
the people. We refused to take 
any part in drafting such an an- 
swer. The War Cabinet became 
very excited at this. Why, I do 
not know. We were men with 
views of our own, and we followed 
the course which we regarded as 
the right one, and which we had 
always pursued. 

“Throw Up the Sponge.” 

The answer to Wilson was dis- 
patched on the 20th. The subma- 
rine campaign was abandoned. 
This concession to Wilson was the 
deepest blow tg the army, and espe- 
cially to the navy. The injury to 
the morale of the fleet must have 
been immeasurable.

Germany's Error Brought War. 

How then, with so much honest 
engeavor in the interest of peace, 
was that peace broken”? 

War came because of Germany's 
fundamentally erroneous belief in 
the entente’s desire for peace at all 
costs, particularly in the case of En- 
gland, which had given rise to the 
idea that the punishment of Serbia 
eould be made a purely local matter. 

The continuance of these false be- 
liefs weakened our diplomacy, which 
was already puerile. 

On the day before I reached Ber- 
lin, that is to say July 26, 1914, a 
cable had been received from Sir Ed- 
ward Grey suggesting that England. 
Germany, France and Italy should 
combine to undertake mediation of 
the Serbian question. The Chancel- 
lor failed to recognize the opportu- 
nity this offered, just as he had 
| failed to recognize the value of the 
Serbian answer. 

To be sure, caution was necessary 
in regard to the English conference 
proposals because experience had 
shown that Germany was always at 
a disadvantage in a conference of 
the Powers because of England's 
maritime supremacy, which could 
always be counted upon to sway the 
opinions of the other conferees.
